Dixon, Ky., May 81.— A BOSCH 
or so men took Jake McDowell, 
a negro, from the Webster 
county jail here this morning 
and shot him to death. The 
mob quickly di«persed and the 
officers say have been unable to 
learn their names. 

About 2 o'clock Thomas 8. 
Paue, the jailer, who sleeps in 
the guard house at the jail, was 
awakened and fonnd several 
masked men standing over him 
and two of them had revolvers 
pointed at his breast. The men 
said they had come to get Jake 
McDowell and the jailer at first 
resisted and when he saw the 
men were determined he gave up 
the keys. 

Two of the men went into Mc 
Dowell's cell and dragged the 
sleeping negro out. The uegro 
begged that his life be spared 
but uo mercy was shown him. 
The prisoner was taken a short 
distance down the Providence 
road aud iu a few minutes sever- 
al shots were heard to ring out 
and the jailer at once realized 
what had happened. He quickly 
got in communication with the 
sheriff and several of the other 
county officers but they were un- 
able to overtake the mob as the 
men had scattered and gone to 
their homes. The young son of 
the jailer went down the road to 
where the shooting had been 
heard and he found the body of 
McDowell lying in the road. 
Life was extinct and three bul- 
let holes were found in the ue- 
groe's body. The body was just 
outside the corporate limits and 
within a half mile of the jail. 

On March 14, last, McDowell 
shot and wounded Ninth Guil- 
ders, who was deputy marshal at 
Providence at the time, in a 
fight that arose over per- 
sonal matters. Il was at first 
thought that Childers had been 
fatally wouuded but be has 
abont recovered and able to be 
up and around. 

McDowell surrendered to the 
towu marshal of Providence im- 
mediaately after his trouble with 
Childors. 

For fear that he might be 
lyuched the officers took McDow- 
ell to Henderson, Ky., where he 
has been kept in jail until a 
short time ago wheu he was 
brought back here and his case 
had been set down for trial at 
the present term of court. 

On the day of the shooting, J. 
B. Berry, of Louisville, aud Paul 
Carter, of Chattauooga, both 
traveling meu, heard of the af- 
fair aud thinking there might be 
a lynching* at Dixon where the 
uegro had beeu taken, decided 
to go to Dixon to "see the fun" 
as they expressed it to some 
friends. As they were euteriug 
the outskirts of the town of Dix- 
ou several negroes in ambush 
mistaking them for a mob tired 
into them. Both Berry and Car- 
ter were wounded aud removed 
to Walker's Sanitarium at Ev 
ansville where Berry lingered a 
short time aud died. Carter re- 
covered after having beeu in the 
hospital several weeks. 

A number of uegroes were iu- 
dictedoQ.the eharge of ambush- 
ing aud stootiug the two drum- 
mers aud most of them are now 
iu jail here. None of these were 
moaested by the mob which kill- 
ed McDowell. The officers say 
tboy have been unable to learu 
any of tbe men ia tbe mob. 



Are Your Taxes High Enough For You? 



A growing community needs 
constantly larger public reve- 
nues. More money is constantly 
required for roads, schools, 
streets, sewers, public buildings, 
and a great many other things 
that go to make the out 
fit of a progressive, modern com- 
munity.

That conclusion is that it is 
impossible properly to care for 
the growing needs of the State 
aud of its counties and cities on 
the present plan of raising pub- 
lic revenues, without imposing 
upon every class of property a 
burden heavier than it should 
bear— a bnrden so heavy that 
property which can not be hid- 
den will be undervalued ; proper- 
ty that can be bidden will be 
coucealed, and property that can 
easily be moved will leave 
State. 

The system of Kentucky raises 
all its public revenues, State, 
county and municipal, is the sys- 
tem commonly in use everywhere 
fifty years ago, but which has 
now been abandoned, in whole 
part, by prosperous and progres- 
sive States, and which other 
States are prepariug to abandon 
for methods better adapted to 
the uew forms of property that 
have come into existence during 
receut years, and betteer adapt 
ed to meeting the severe compe- 
tition that exists between States 
in the effort to attaet ue w busi 
uess enterprises. 

The average tax rate, iuclud 
ing all taxes, in cities of the sec- 
ond class in Kentucky is about 
$2.70 on each oue hundred dol 
lars of property; ia «ities of the 
third c'ass it is about $2.07; iu 
cities of the fourth class it ii 
$2.17, aud even iu the small 
towiiN iu the fifth ciaas it is $2.10. 

Mauifestly, such tax rates are 
not conducive to development of 
the comunity. tt is equally 
mauifest that the public rev- 
enues are uoue top large, but 
that, on tbe contrary, they should 
be larger to provide mauy of 
the thiugs absolutely needed in 
a progressive community. How 
shall these thiugs be provided un- 
der our preseut system, which 
leaveB ub nothing to do but to 
pile au additional rate of taxa- 
tion ou a rate already too high, 
with the certaiuty that still more 
taxpayers will be driven into 
evasiou, or plaiu perjury, iu or- 
der to escape their taxes? 

It is impossible to raise these 
revenues by a different system 
with less haidship. It is possi- 
ble to meet uot only all present 
demands, if we will but institute 
a system of taxation better adapt- 
ed to the varying capacity of dif- 
ferent classes of property, aud 
now escape taxation will bo 
brought upon the asaesmeut rolls 
while the unjust bardeu that 
now rests upou real estate will 
be relieved. There is a great 



tucky has not tried, and can not 
try with its tax laws in their 
present condition. There are 
successful plaus of separating the 
the Vources of revenue bo that 
the burden may be none too 
heavy on any particular class of 
property aud the aggregate re 
tnrns larger.

It is, in fact, tied to the 
worst— a Bystem that has beeu 
denounced by one tax commis- 
sion after another in nearly ev- 
ery State in the Union as wholly 
unfitted to modern conditions — 
as putting a handicap on prog- 
ress, a penalty upon honesty, a 
burden on the mau of small 
means, a premium upon perjury

Olmstead, Ky., June 1.— A 
band of Night Riders celebrated 
the early hours of the Sabbath 
by burning a large tobacco fac- 
tory at this place. 

The property which was de- 
stroyed belonging to John Scott, 
a prominent tobacco buyer for 
the Italian regie trade. 

The event of the Night Riders 
was signalized by the firing of 
guns and pistols. Nobody offer- 
ed any resistance and the few 
w ho peeped out of windows say 
they could not tell how many 
were in the gang or whether they 
were masked. 

The riders applied the torch 
to the Scott building and it was 
burned to the ground. The loss 
is about *6,000, with *2,000 in- 
surance. 

T*o years ago Scott was wait- 
ed on in the day time by organi- 
zation farmers, . who requested 
him not to buy tobacco. 

Two months later Night Kiders 
called him from his home, and 
it is reported told him either to 
quit buying tobaccq, leave the 
country or suffer death at their 
hands. 

Scott sold his home aud moved 
to Russellville. He placed his 
factory on the market, but was 
not able to sell it. 

He rented the building to 
James Browder, an association 
prizer. Browder had about fin 
ished his work for the season and 
shipped out all the tobacco. 

There was nothing in the build 
ing burned except some samples 
aud two carloads of fertilizer. 

Mr. Scott has been one of 
the largest purchasers of associa- 
tion tobacco at Russellville.

crushed coal. Several cars of 
eighty thousand capacity cau be 
stored there at one time and a 
busy time is predicted for No. 11 
miue crew. 

8ectretary Geo. O. Atkinson 
has returned from his trip south, 
and reports that the signs for an 
improvement in business are not 
at all bright, in fact nothing but 
a slow run can he see before 
August, and taking advantage 
of this lull in business he will 
take his departure for a three 
weeks vacatiou to some summer 
resort where he will not have to 
wrestle with the problem of dis- 
posing of a hundred cars of coal 
with only orders for fifty cars on 
his desk. 

Busiuess of importauce called

A controversy over the superi- 
ority of the diltereut mining 
mac bines has arioeu,|aud as utiual 
both sides has friends. The 
frieuds of the electric machiues 
such as used-at the Hecla mine, 
make the claim that much leu 
dust is made by this machine 



than by the punchiug machine 
now iu use at No. 11 and other 
mines, while on the other hand 
many claim the loss of coal is 
smaller when mined by the latter 
machine, and among that num- 
ber c*n be found Inspector Spill- 
man, whose judgment should be 
accepted when his chance obser- 
vation and his experience are 
considered. 

Before starting up the Royal 
miue the officials of that mine 
called upon the mine Inspector 
to make the mine a visit so that 
he could approve of changes 
made or suggest anv needed 
improvements. This shows a de- 
sire on the part of the company 
to strictly comply with the mine 
regulations and rules, and is 
an assurance of safety to miners. 

The use of quite a number of 
coke ovens has been discontinued 
by the St. Bernard Company for 
a while, or until the looked for 
revival in business will again 
call tbem into service. This 
will roost likely reduce the force 
at the coke works, and cause 
some of the faithful to Icok for 
work elsewhere.

Hannibal. Mo, Jun* I— Cltls*o*' 
Protective aaaoclatlona are being 
formed throughout the bottom lands 
of Northern Missouri to prevent river 
pirates from looting the hundreds of 
homes thst have been abandoned for 
miles slong the Mississippi river ow- 
ing to the high wster. 

In the West Qulncy bottoms, whern 
the river drove out all dweller* sis 
miles from esch bank, the pirates 
have been especially active and a •pe- 
dal police p»trol from Qulncy. III., 
haa been sent across the river to pro- 
tect the property of the Mlssouriana. 

Arrangements are being made to 
have boats patrol the river banka of 
Lewis, Scotland and Marion counties, 
where the water Is higher than It ha* 
been In the laat 25 years, owing to the 
overflow of the north, smith and mid- 
dle rlvera. 

The men who are manning the boats 
have been sworn In as deputiea by 
the sheriff, and are authorised to 
shoot all person, found looting houses. 

Flv* Hundred P*r*ons~Leave Horn*. 

It I* estimated that 600 persons have 
been compelled to abandon their 
homes during the laat two weeks and 
seek shelter in the table landa. In 
many caaes they have b*en unable to 
remove their valuable* and thieves 
have been buey.

Washington, June I. —Former Unit- 
ed States Henator .lames K. Jones of 
Arkansas died at his residence here 
at 6:30 Monday afternoon after an 111- 
nesa of a few hours, aged 69. He waa 
one of the leading Democrata In the 
senate from 18*5 to 1903 and was one 
of the strongest supporters of William 
Jenninga Bryan, having acted as chair- 
man or the Democratic national com- 
mittee and conducted tbe campaigns 
of 1898 and 1900. Since leaving the 
senate in 1903 he has conducted a 
law practice In this city and has not 
actively engaged in politica. 

On Friday Senator Jones returned 
from a visit to his daughter. Mrs. 
Leonora Carrlngton in Arkansaa. and 
Sunday night was apparently enjoying 
good health. Complaining slightly 
Monday morning, he remained In bed 
and at 5730 Monday afternoon died, 
tbe immediate cause of death being 
hesrt failure. 

Reported 16 to 1 Platform 

A native of Mississippi, where he 
was born rn 1839. James Klmbrough 
Jonea received a classical education 
and fought aa a private soldier In the 
Confederate ranks throughout the civil 
war. He Wak elected to the Forty- 
Seventh and the two succeeding con 
greats* and In 1886 succeeded to the 
seat of James 8. Walker In the 'United 
States senate, where tie seYvVd three 
terms/retiring in 1901 Senator' Jone* 
was a delegate to the na: ionat Dsrtto 
cratic convention of tgi'C which gave 
Mr. Bryan his first nomination, and 
as chairman of the committee' oh reso- 
lutions he reported the 16 to 1 plat 
rbrm. He waa made chairman of the 
national Democratic committee after 
the convention and as sucb conducted 
hoth ef the Bryan" campaigns for the 
residency.
